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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 1a, 4a and 7-9 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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There is no support keeping the tube "within said range of diameters at said time 
by controlling the collapse rate and the etching rate..." as now recited in claim 1. Page 
12, lines 17-18 clearly states that the keeping of the range is "just after the 
etching/collapsing process, namely just before a closing process". In other words claim 
1 requires the diameter is kept within the range during step 300a as shown in 
Applicant's figure 1b. But page 12 clearly discloses it occurs after 300a and before 400. 
Furthermore, page 11, lines 1-3 shows the inner diameter is reduced during the 
etching/collapsing step. See also figure 4b and page 1 0, line 23 of the application as 
filed. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

It is argued that none of the references disclose how the diameter of the tube just 
after the etching and collapsing process and just before a closing process is to be 
maintained in the range of 2-4 mm. This is not very relevant because this limitation 
(while disclosed on page 12) is not required by the claims. Rather claim 1 recites that 
diameter of the tube occurs at "said time" which refers back the etching and collapsing 
"at the same time". Furthermore, the present application also does not disclose "how" 
the diameter is kept constant - so it does not appear relevant that the art does not 
disclose "how". 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Although no prior art rejection is currently made, such should not be 
misconstrued as a suggestion that the application contains allowable subject matter. 
Nevertheless, if it can be demonstrated that there is support for the invention as now 
claimed (i.e. that the 35 USC 112 rejection is improper) then the claims would be 
allowable since the prior art does not reasonably disclose or suggest keeping the inner 
diameter in the 2-4 mm range during a collapse/etch time as now claimed.
